think ) is CoO mzan 5 but 20 lL, per Annum. For being in 
Orders, I Jadge, they will mike.«me do the Duty of 
a Chaplain ; and tf fo, to align no more for fo many 
Se-vices, fees (to me at leat ) unbecoming a Gen- 
tleman co offer, as allo infufficient for a decent Sup- 
port. I have been at great Pains and Charge too, in 
my Educatioa, and am (or at leat l think fo ) ia 
‘ome mealure pretty well accomplifh’d for fuch an 
Employmeat : Now, I can by no _means think 20/. 
per Annum, an Equivalent (which is hardly the Inte- 
ret) of my Education, or a fufficient Reward for the 
Pains and Trouble of a Tutor. For ene Children are 
very yourg; and tho’ at firft this may feem to make 
j- tis leis Labour, yet it appears to me fo troublefome 
to beat the firft Rudiments ot Learning into Children,and 
to be oblig'd co comply with all their Humours, looks fo 
like playing the Fool, chat I think ic deterves much 
more than is offered in the Cate. Again, I luppofe 
they will be afhamed to offer the Seventh or Eighth 
Tutor no more, and fo many different Tutours the 
poor Children muft have, (if not more ) before they 
come to 21 ( for who of any tolerable Senfe or Ambiti- 
on would fix and dwell upon 201. per Annum) And 
if fo, why may not I reafonably demand more, who 
(1 Suppole ) am expeéted firft to bear with all the 
Kooleries of Children, and then to break ‘em, and intro- 
duce the firft Semina Literarum? Why muft they have 
more than I who but'build on my Foundation, and who 
come to Employment thro’ my Pains, more eafie, and in 
it ‘elf more Pleatant and Creditable? 4. It is to be at 
Home; where befides the Confinement I reckon I muft 
undergo, how much I fhall be plagu’d between che 
FondnefS ot a Mother, and the Impertinence of my 
young Mafters Relations or Servants, who are apt to 
be cenfuring the Tutors Performances, I cant tell ; 
bur the Comp'a:nts of fome of my Acquaintance, who 
have been very tardly, nay, even unjultly deale with 
in {uch Stations, make me very fearful, how I run iny 
felfe into a Family, where poffibly, I may not be able to 
live with any Honour or Satisfaction, or yet to get out 
without having my Temper, my Manners or Abilities 
cali'd in queftion, For thefe Reafons, Gentlemea, I 
am yet jn tue Mind co refufe the prefent Offer; Bue 
however to comp!y fomewhat with the Imporrunities 
of my Freinds, and being yet lefs inclined to Marry, and 
take upon me the Cure of Souls, and perhaps being 
peculiarly ficted ( more than every one ) for fuch an 
Employment, by my Natural Genius, the Courfe of my 
Studies, and the New Defigns which I have lately laid 
down for my fucceeding Years to aim at, 1 fhould not 
be unwilling. Well, thefe Demands granted, 1. A 
Sallary of 50 ¢. per Ann. to fuppore my felf fuitably to 
the Honour of my Charaéter, and the Family I live in ; 
by which being Vindicated from Contempt or the Fear 
of Poverty, IL may be able without Diftra¢tion to ftudy 
the Temper and Improvement of my Young Pupils. 
2. As ablolute a Cammand over them as may confift 
with Prudence, and thelr Obedience ro their Parents, 
To ufe my own method in teaching, to recommend 
what Books 1 pleafe, either tor their Task or Di- 
Verfion: Not to havethe Mother come into my room, 
Where I am to Inftruét them, to take account how ma- 
by Leffons, or how Jong, nor to liften at the Door

whether I Chide or Whip "em too feverely ; thefe to 
be lett to my Difcretion ; for iff am not a better Judge 
of any of thele things thana Nurte, a Sifter or a Mo- 
ther, [am not fittobe a Tutor. 3. To have the Com- 
mand of the Coach and a pair of Horfes, not to go to 
a Cock fight or a Horle-Race, but co Vifir the Wifeft 
and beft Bred Gentlemen in the Neighbourheod, and 
bring my little Mafters acquainted with Men and Things, 
which will at once open their Souls, and be fome {weer 
Diverfion after the Torture of Nouns and Participles : 
Tho’ all this may look big, yet ‘cis (I think ) abfolure- 
ly Neceflary, and the Eftate will bear ir. I am not 
greedy of Money, nor do I defire fo great a Sallary to 
gratifie my Pride or my Pleafure, but that my Thoughts 
may be more at Jeiture, and the more exalted to In- 
{pire my Pupils with fuch Sentiments as may make 
them good Chriftians and True Gentlemen, aad I will 
promife not to leave ‘em ‘till I have made chem fic for 
any Company or any Capacity in the Kingdom ; but 
the Proffer of 20 /. per Ann. looks fo pittitul, chat I 
may fafely prognofticate that they will be pure Gen- 
tlemea or Scholars who are Taught by fuch who will 
fubmit to fuch Drudgery for to poor a Reward: 
Where the Tutor is not enaivled co live like a Man, there 
itcan never be expected the Pupils fhould be overladen 
with Senfe. I have fairly ftated my Cafe to you, and make 
you Fudges both of their Proffers and my Demands, which 
are moft reafonable: For I declare thas after all the Pere 
[wafions of Friends and Intereft, the Reafens above {eem to 
me Convincing, however I am refolved once more to be guid= 
ed by you, and to take that Courje which you fhall judge 
moft Advantageous and moft Honourable ? 


Anfw. Since you have defir’'d our Advice, ( tho’ je 
appears to us that you are much more capable of advi- 
fing your felt ) We thall alfo defire the Liberty of Print. 
ing the whole Lecter, which is fo exact a Pattern for 
a Turor’s Accomplifhments, and Methods, and Ends of 
Teaching, that we doubt not but that it will very much 
oblige the World. As for your own Determinations, 
We chink We need not to tell you that common Pru- 
dence engages every one to do the beft for himfelf, and 
and not to throw off every thing becaufe We can’t have 
what we would : What you have ure’d is very rea- 
lonable, but Reafon finds not all the Friendfhip and En. 
tertainment which a very few chink it deferves. There's 
only oue thing more co be confider’d in che Cafe, and 
that is che Common Providence of God, who tho’ he 
makes us Offers of things, and gives us Reafon to 
make ule of it, yet has his own Ends and Defigns in 
it, making al] terminate well for fuch as do their Du- 
ty in any State of Lite, tho’ never fo Contemptible, 
and when he Judg*s ‘em fit for a better, he wants 
not means to put ‘em into it.
